(iii) does not include trucks licensed under The Vehicles and Highway 
Traffic Act or The Public-Service Vehicles Act, exclusive of mount¬ 
ed equipment on' such trucks.” 

“CONSTRUCTION WORK” MEANS THE OPERATIONS REQUIRED 

(i) for screening and washing sand and gravel or for excavating and 
loading or for breaking and clearing, or 

(ii) for the construction or maintenance of a road, sidewalk, building, 
structure, bridge, culvert, dam, drainage system, irrigation system, 
airport, pipe line, power line, grades, strip mining, or other work 
of like nature.” 

Provision is contained for the imposition of a fine and possible im¬ 
poundment of equipment where a violation of the Act occurs.
